New York, Dee. 20.— After a day of 
torment, facing the merciless cross-ex- 
amination of Prosecutor Rand, Nan 
Patterson went to her cell in the Tombs 
tonight tired, but happy. For several 
hoours she sat under the galling cross- 
lire of the assistant district attorney, 
who probed the events of Qier life from 
tho day she met "Caesar" Young, 
charged with the killing of whom she 13 
being tried, until the moment of his 
tragic death.

London, Dec. -0. — In answer to an 
enquiry made at the admiralty for a 
declaration of its intent ion respecting 
Halifax and Bsquitaalt, the following 
statement was given out : 

"The mutter will be dealt with l»y

a decrease of money spent at. Halifax 
and lOsiniiinalt in the near future." 

A highly-placed ollicial of the admir- 
alty said: 'it must he taken into con-

ships in couvuirseiou from three years 
to two years, won't necessitate so many 
repairs, That i.s one of the chief rea- 
sons for cutting down expenses. The 
reongiaini?atiou of Beets makes it. pos- 
■suble nuat repairs may be done at 
Devonport and Hongkong which form- 
aciy were done at Halifax and Esqui- 
tmalt. Canadians need fear no aban- 
donment of Uiese pouts. The imperial 
government, in cutting down the staff 
Jit Halifax and Hsquinialt, is like one 
leaving one's house and putting a eare- 
Icaker in charge, and 1 wish to point 
out that Uhwu changiw at Halifax and 
IOsqiiimalt have absolutely no connec- 
tion with Canada's failure to contribute 
to tihe navy."

Having "tin; present method of educa- 
tion reconsidered," While these at- 
tacks appeared over the signatures of 

i or i wo individuals only, tho friends 

of progressive education in '.lie city 
could well afford to allow them to go 
unanswered. But when these old fogy- 
ish ideas are endorsed by such a respec- 
table body as the "Property Owners 
Association," which body we are told in- 
cludes a membership of fifty, compris- 
ing "bankers, lawyers, manufacturers, 
merchants, transportation companies (V) 
and others," it looks as if the time had 
come when those of us who wish to see 
our fair city kept well up in the front 
rank educationally as well as otherwise, 
might well also begjji a campaign of 
education. 

'That you published the report of this 
Property Owners' Association in your 
issue of the 14th instant, and that 'it 
apparently had some effect upon at 
least one member of our school board, 
is my excuse for asking for space for a 
letter or two in support of the policy 
of going forward instead of backward 
in educational matters. Vet we are not 
without hope that the members of the 
Property Owners' Association may yet 
•see the error of their ways and come to 
regard our high school with more favor. 
Although in one part of their report 
they unreservedly condemn "our present 
method of education," aTld ask that it 
be "remembered," yet in tho very next 
sentence they announce that they "have 
placed themselves in communication 
with the educational departments of 
oiler provinces with a view to collect- 
ing all available data," etc., as to limi- 
tation ami scope of education at the 
public expense. There is hope of those 
who are earnest seekers after informa- 
tion as these gentlemen appear to be. 
But what a pity it is that they did not 
seek this information before, rather than 
after, they condemned our present 
method of education. The fact, too, 
that they are thus seeking information 
from the educational departments of 
other provinces as to what is best, 
would seom to indicate that they are 
not 80 dead sure after all that their own 
views on these subjects are right. And 
might it not bo that when they get this 
information they will iind that it is their 
own views on the scope and limitation 
of education at the public expense 
■which wjo need to be "reconsidered." 

If now they will enlarge tho circle 
<>f their enquiries and communicate with 
the educational authorities of our neigh- 
bors over &a international boundary, 
they will learn something which may 
cause thorn to be more surprised than 
Rip Van Winkle was 'when he awol 
from his long sleep of twenty year 
Tiny will find that in all of the more 
progressive states not only arc all high 
schools free to pupils of all ages, but 
that books and other school supplies of 
every kind are also supplied free to 
pupils at the public expense. In some 
places prevision is made for supplying 
even clothing to the children of the 
needy. This is done iu order that the 
child of the poor as well as of the rich 
might be given, as President Roosevelt 
expresses it. "a square deal in life, noth- 
ing more, nothing less." Some cities do 
even more than that. Boston, for in- 
stance, employs a regular practitioner 
of medicine, who visiis the schools in 
certain sections of the city daily and 
looks after the health of the little ones. 
In New York the school board even em- 
ploys nurses to carry out the visiting 
doctor's orders. 

Again, one cannot very greatly ad- 
mire the consistency or the keen logical 
acumen of gentlemen who will sign their 
names to a report which first admits 
"the duty Of the taxpayer to provide 
for the education of the young at the 
public expense," and then demands that 
a portion of the expense of this educa- 
tion "shall be borne by those who re- 
ceive ii." A system which provides for 
the education of the young at the public 
expense, and also requires those who 
receive such education to pay a part of 
its expense, would certainly be a unique 
one. The inventor of such an idea need 
not get it patented. Nobody will want 
to steal it. i 

The same might be said of the de- 
mand of these gentlemen that an official 
he appointed by the Ijieut.-Uovernor-in- 
Council "to audit the accounts of all 
school boards, and a full statement of 
accounts, signed by the auditor, shall 
be published in three issues of two dally 
papers published in the municipality/' 

If the a< lints of "all school boards" 

have to In. published in "two daily 
papers" published iu the municipality 
where these schools are situated it 
wruld certainly create a great boom in 
tie- newspaper business to establish two 
daily papers in every municipality 

w here there are schools. 

Bul the members or the Property 
Owner's' Association demand that ",i fee 
not exceeding one-half the average cost 
of tuition, payable in advance, 'bo 
charged to all pupils attending the high 
school under the age of 120, and that af- 
ter that age the full average cost be 
payable in advance. A. regulation of 
that kind would probably have the ef- 
fect: of driving out af our high school 



tance of jast such cases. Would the 
sleep of the gentlemen who constitute 
the Property Owners' Association Ate 
any sweeter; would their satisfactioirbe 
very great if they succeeded in driving 
these pupils out of our high school and 
sending these young women out to ser- 
vice? These gentlemen are great ad- 
mirers of the Ton Commandments. 
They want them posted up in every 
school room. 1 suggest that they also 
get this motto framed and hung up in 
their offices: "Inasmuch as ye have 
done It unto the least of one of theso 
ye have done it unto Me."
